I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1956. 

In  1955  the  lowest  infantile  mortality  rate  for 
Dronfleld  was  recorded,  i.e.  8 per  1,000.  This  year  the 
rate  is  24.39  per  1,000.  In  actual  figures  the  rate  in  1955 
represented  1 death  in  119  births;  the  figures  this  year 
are  3 deaths  in  123  births. 

The  vital  statistics  indicate  a satisfactory  state  of 
affairs,  and  again  I have  to  thank  my  colleagues  and! 
the  Council  for  their  help  during  the  year.

The  work  of  sewering  the  Hill  Top  district  wasi 
completed  during  the  year  and  the  unsatisfactory  condit- 
ion with  regard  to  drainage  will  be  dealt  with  in  the

The  supplies  were  adequate  but  again  some  trouble 
was  experienced  with  sediment. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

There  were  no  major  outbreaks  in  the  district  but 
Scarlet  Fever  showed  an  increase  on  notifleations  in  the 
previous  year. 

One  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  notified;  it  was  of 
the  mild  type  — non-paralytic.

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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955.  FOOD  HYGIENE 
REGULATIONS,  1955. 


These  regulations  came  into  force,  in  the  main,  on 
1st  July,  1956,  and  this  has  resulted  in  visits  being  paid 
to  all  food  traders  in  the  district;  on  the  whole  they  were 
well  received  by  the  trade  and  the  necessary  alterations 
aie  in  hand  in  a number  of  cases.
